Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 5, 7, 11, 16 and 17 are allowable for setting forth a push block device having a 

resilient heel component retractable from an operative position to a stored position upon an 
application of an external force, without demounting the heel component from the push block 
main body. 

Claim 13 is allowable for setting forth a method of using a push block device having a 

resilient heel component retractable from an operative position to a stored position upon an 
application of an external force, without demounting the heel component from the push block 
main body. 

For example, Jennings teaches a push block device having a heel component 30. 
However, the heel component is not resilient; and one needs to demount it from the push block 
main body to place it in a stored position.
